1. ON NOVEMBER 6 ITALIAN UN MISSION FIRST SECRETARY 
BRUNETTI TOLD MISOFF THAT ITALY WOULD VOTE WITH OTHER 
EC COUNTRIES IN FAVOR FRIENDLY RESOLUTION AND AGAINST 
HOSTILE RESOLUTION. SHE CONFIRMED THAT AT RECENT EC 
NINE MEETING FRENCH INDICATED THEY EXPECTED TO RECEIVE 
NEW INSTRUCTIONS ON KOREA WHICH WOULD ALLOW FRANCE TO 
VOTE WITH OTHER EC COUNTRIES. 

2. SHE ALSO REPORTED THAT TWO WEEKS AGO THE NORTH 
KOREANS APPROACHED MINISTER MIGLIUOLO, ITALIAN UN 
MISSION, SEEKING ITALY'S SUPPORT FOR THEIR DRAFT RESOLUTION. 
THE ITALIANS TOLD THE NORTH KOREANS THE FRIENDLY DRAFT 
HAD MUCH MORE IN IT THAT ITALY COULD APPROVE THAN DID 
THE NORTH KOREAN DRAFT, INCLUDING REFERENCE TO THE PROPER 
UN ORGAN, THE SECURITY COUNCIL. THE NORTH KOREANS SAID 
THEY WERE AGAINST REFERRING THE KOREAN ISSUE TO 

THE SECURITY COUNCIL BECAUSE THE UNITED STATES WOULD VETO. 
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3. BRUNETTI SAID THAT ITALY STILL HOPED FOR A 
COMPROMISE OR CONSENSUS BUT WOULD VOTE AGAINST THE 
HOSTILE RES IF A COMPROMISE COULD NOT BE REACHED AND THE 
HOSTILE RES CAME TO A VOTE. 
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
